Eire worship was 
widely practiced since very early 
times 
And because it was so hard 
to produce, the custom soon be 
cam e common of maintaining a 
public fire which was never allow 
cd to die out. 
Among the Egyp­ 
tians, Persians, Greeks, and Ro­ 
mans, these fires were kept in ev 
ery village, and they were often 
the center of the community life. 
Biblically, among the Hebrews 
fire not only symbolized the Lord’s 
presence, but was used to consume 
the 
sacrifice. 
Figuratively, 
the 
term fire was used to express the 
possession of divine inspiration and 
to describe earthly calamities and 
impending punishment. 
The value of fire to civilization 
can hardly 
be exaggerated. 
It 
cooks the world’s foods, 
warms 
the people in winter, and furnishes 
the energy that drives all the great 
machines and makes vast indus­ 
tries possible. 
In fact, fire is so 
nearly indispensable to life itself 
that, 
according 
to the modern 
theory, it was the discovery of tire 
and its uses that marked the em er 
gence of man from lowest savagery 
to the height of civilization today.
